Thank you for purchasing Plextor’s UltraPlex, a 14/32 soeed CAV CD-ROM drive 
meant for the professional and power user. The UltraPlexX is the most reliable and 
highest performance CAV CD-ROM drive available in its class. The UltraPleX is also 
the first fully CAV CD-ROM drive manufactured by Plextor. The throughput of CAV 
CD-ROM drivesvariesthroughout the disc. With the UltraPleX you are guaranteed 
a minimum of fourteen speed performance and will experience thirty-two speed 
performance with certain CD-ROM discs and applications. 


Throughout the rest of this manual we will use the model numbers when necessary 
isused at the end of the model number to indicate internal or external unit. When the 
topic applies to both the caddy and tray versions of the drive we will use an “X” to 
replace the “C” and the “T” (PX-32XG/PX-32X&e). In the case that the topic applies 
to both internal and external, caddy and tray, we may use “UltraPlex’ to refer to all drives. 


We appreciate the confidence you have shown in us. Our goal is to put you—and 
keep you—on the leading edge of CD-ROM drive performance. To get you there, we 
first have to help you install your UltraPleX drive properly and operate it correctly.

If you received your UltraPlexX CD-ROM drive in a Plextor box, you should save the Beil 
box after you have installed your drive. There are many setsof hands—someofthem ~ 
potentially unfriendly—that a drive might go through on its way from usto you. Our 

box and its packaging material were designed and drop-tested to ensure that your 
UltraPlexX drive can endure rough treatment and still arrive in working order. 


We advise you to hold on to your box in case you should ever need to return your 
drive to Plextor for any reason. Unfortunately, some of our customers have not held 
on to their boxes and have had to resort to some less-than-secure methods to get drives 
back to us. We have received drives in a shoebox, in an unpadded express mail 
envelope, and in a box filled with buttered popcorn. 


We cannot assume liability for any damage your drive sustains during shipment. 
Therefore, please ship your drive in the safest manner possible. We believe your drive 
will be most secure if it is shipped in a Plextor box. We hope you will never have to 
ship your drive back to us. If you do, however, please send it packaged in a Plextor box. 


If you did not receive a Plextor box (if, for example, your drive came pre-installed in 
acomputer), we recommend that you pay a packaging store (e.g., Mail Boxes Fic.) in 
your area to ship your drive.

If you are a PC owner and you purchased a Plextor box labeled “Drive with SCS 


t= Interface Kit,” your needs are simple: none. The same holds true if you are a Mac 

—— owner and purchased a Plextor box labeled “Drive with Mac Kit.” Everything you 
need to successfully install and operate your UltraPlexX CD-ROM drive isincluded in 
the box you purchased. The only thing you need to add isa CD-ROM disc to play in 
your new drive. 


If you are a PC owner who has purchased an UltraPleX “Drive Only” box, life gets a 
bit more complicated. You fall into one of three groups: 


1) 


You do not own a SCG interface board. 


In this case, you have to get one. Your local computer store and numerous 
mail-order vendors carry them.* Call us if you need suggestions on which 
model to buy. We recommend you get a SCS interface capable of Ultra 
SCSI speeds. 


You own a SCG interface board. 


If you have only one other internal SCS! peripheral device and a Plextor 
internal CD-ROM drive, check to see if you can use the SCSI ribbon cable 
in your PC. If the cable has unused connectors, use one to attach the 
UltraPlex. If the cable in your PC does not have free connector, you will 
need to purchase a SCS ribbon cable from your local computer supply 
store.* The cable must have at least asmany connectorsas you have internal 
SCSI peripherals (including one for your Plextor CD-ROM drive), plus one 
additional connector to attach to the interface board. 


If you have an external Plextor CD-ROM drive, you will be able to include 
it in your daisy chain of other external SCSI peripherals with a SCS cable. 
Be sure the cable you choose has at least one 50-pin, high-density SCS

connector for connection to the UltraPleX. Be sure to read the section on 
“Termination” in Chapter 7 of this manual. 


If you purchased your SCS interface board several months or years before 
you purchased your UltraPlexX drive, you may need to update your device 
drivers. See the discussion about device driversin Chapter 9 of this manual. 


When purchasing a SCSI cable, be certain that you are selecting a quality 
cable and that it does not exceed the specified length for SCSI cables. 
Poor quality external cablesor overly lengthy cables may result in poorer 
performance of your UltraPlex. The maximum cable length should not 
exceed 1.5 meters. 


You own a soundboard that has a SCSI interface built into it (e.g., Sound 
Blaster SCSI II). 


First, we recommend against connecting your new UltraPleX drive to the 
SCS interface of your sound card. These types of SCSI implementations will 
limit the performance of this high-performance drive. We do recommend 
using a separate SCSI interface. 


You may need to use the SCSI cable and, most important, an audio cable 
(see page 34 for a discussion on audio cables). If you have an external drive, 
you will also need a special bracket connector and an internal SCS cable. 
These should have been provided by the soundboard manufacturer. They 
allow the internal SCS! connector on your soundboard to be linked or 
connected to your external drive. If they were not provided by your 
soundboard manufacturer, you will need to purchase them from a local 
computer supply store. 


You may also need to update your device drivers. See the discussion about 
device drivers in Chapter 9 of this manual. 


Once you have assembled everything you need, you’re ready to install your drive. 
But first, a few words of caution are in order.

Like the rest of 
your computer system, it requires reasonable care in its installation and use. 


Please read this manual carefully and keep it handy for easy reference. Use this 
manual for installation, operation, and troubleshooting. See your dealer, or call 
Plextor’s Technical Support Department, should your drive require repair or service. 


X Do not put your computer monitor (or any other device weighing more than 
30 Ibs.) on top of the UltraPlexX external drive. 


X Donotplace your drive in direct sunlight, on heating units, or near electrical 
appliances that draw large amountsof current, such asahigh-powered audio 
amplifier, microwave oven, toaster, hair dryer, etc. 


¥ Keep the area around your drive clean from dust, smoke, and other 
contaminants. 


Vv Use asoft, dust-free cloth for cleaning your drive. Do not allow moisture or 
liquids such as water, cleaning fluids, or solventsto touch the drive. Thinner, 
benzene, or alcohol-based solvents can mar your drive's surface. 


¥ To help ensure that your CD-ROM discs remain free of dirt or other 
contaminants, they should be stored in a jewel case. Use only an industry 
standard disc. Do not insert a warped, poorly balanced, or cracked disc or 
caddy into the drive. 


¥ Keep your CD-ROM disc clean. See Chapter 10 for tips on handling and 
cleaning CD-ROM discs. 


X Do not drop or jolt the drive. 


X Do not attempt to open the drive and service it yourself. Removing the cover 
may expose you to harmful electrical voltages or the laser beam. For your 
safety, entrust service to Plextor-authorized service personnel only.

Your UltraPleX CD-ROM drive needs to be flexible enough to work with the variety 
of computer systems (PC, Mac, Sun, Slicon Graphics, DEG, etc.) that can use SCSI 
peripherals. To provide this flexibility, Plextor gives its customers options on how a 
drive can be set before it isinstalled. On an internal drive, settings are determined by 
the position of jumpers on the jumper block at the rear of the drive. On an external 
drive, settings are determined by the position of DIP switches and the rotary dial on 
the rear panel of the drive. 


Fortunately, we have a pretty good idea of the environment in which most of our 
drives will be used (a single SCSI device connected to a PC or Mac). Your drive ships 
from our factory with its jumpers/switches/dial set to work in this environment. 


You should leave the jumpersfound on the rear panel of the PX-32XS and the switches 
and rotary dial found on the rear panel of the PX-32X€e at their factory settings unless: 
1) you plan to use another SCSI peripheral (e.g., hard disk, scanner) attached to the 
same SCS adapter, in addition to your CD-ROM drive; 2) you work in a UNIX 
environment and want to boot from your CD-ROM drive; 3) you want to utilize the 
Kect Lock feature. 


If you plan to use additional SCS peripherals, you may need to change the 
jumper/switch/dial settings of the UltraPleX. This section will further describe how to 
make these changes. For more information on #2 and #8, see page 18. 


If the CD-ROM drive is the only SCSI peripheral you will use with your computer, 
you do not need to boot from the CD-ROM drive in a UNIX environment, and if you 
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do not plan to use the ect Lock feature, skip now to Chapter 8, Hardware Installation. 
(Take our word for it, most of you can now skip to Chapter 8.)

Installing and Removing Jumpers 
Ensure power to the drive is OFF before installing or removing jumpers. 
To remove a jumper, pull it off with your fingers or a pair of needle-nose pliers. 


To add ajumper, push it onto the jumper pins. Three extra jumpers are supplied with the 
PX-32X@ in addition to the four jumpers already installed at the factory. 


Caution: Install jumpersacrosseach pin asshown. Do not connect one pin switch 
to another by installing the jumpers lengthwise. Doing so could result in 
damage to the drive.

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SCS) ID Number 


It is possible to chain (using a daisy chain cable) up to seven SCS peripherals to a 
single SCSI interface board, or to the SCSI port of an Apple computer. When using 
multiple SCS peripherals, however, it is necessary to set each peripheral to a unique 
SCSI ID number. 


Your Plextor CD-ROM drive can be set to use one of eight SCS ID numbers. The drive 
should arrive with its SCS ID set to 3. Accordingly, if you already use another SCS 
peripheral, and its SCSI ID also is set to 3, you must change the SCS ID number of 
either this peripheral or that of the CD-ROM drive. In the past this always had to be 
done manually. If you connect your UltraPleX to an existing SCSI controller, you will 
still need to go through this exercise of checking and possibly changing SCS IDs. If, 
instead, you bought a Plextor kit with a SCSI interface board, both the drive and the 
board are SCAM* compliant. Each time you turn on your computer, the drive will 
internally reset its SCSI ID to avoid any conflict. If you separately purchased or already 
own a SCq interface board, it may not be SCAM compliant. 


Changing the SCD ID: PX-32XSi 


The SCS ID number of the PX-32XS is determined by the placement of jumpers on 
pins 1, 2, and 3. To find the location of pin 1, pin 2, and pin 3, refer to the diagram 
of the Umper Block on the previous page. To change the SCS ID number, follow the 
chart below.

A software eject command must be 
issued for the disc to eject from the drive. Check your device driver manual 
for instructions on how to issue a software eject command. The media lock 
and eject functions can also be controlled by Plextor Manager software. 
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Termination 





YOUR TASK: _ Find the location of the SCSI termination jumper or 
switch. 


YOUR OBECTIVE: Determine if you must disable the SCSI termination. 


YOURMETHOD: Your drive was shipped with termination enabled. 
If necessary, remove termination jumper or turn off 
SCP termination DIP switch by following instructions 
below. 


You must enable SCSI termination if the UltraPlex is the only SCS peripheral used 
with your computer. In addition, you must enable termination if you are using multiple 
SCO peripherals with your computer, and the UltraPleX is positioned as the last 
peripheral in a daisy chain. If you are using an Ultra SCSI host adapter we recommend 
enabling active termination. 


If you have internal SCSI peripherals only, or external SCSI peripherals only (but not 
both), then you should be using an internal ribbon cable or daisy chained external 
cable (or cables), respectively (but not both). In this case, all devices between the host 
adapter and the last peripheral on the opposite end of the ribbon cable, or the last 
peripheral at the end of your daisy chain, should have their termination removed, 
disabled, or turned off. 


If you have both internal and external SCS peripherals (both the internal and external 
connectors of your host adapter are used), then the termination of your SCSI host 
adapter should be removed or disabled. The last peripheral on your internal cable 
and the last peripheral on your external daisy chain should retain their termination. 
All other SCS peripherals connected to the host adapter should have their termination 
removed, disabled, or turned off. 


NOTE: Some host adapters and peripheralshave the ability to disable and enable 
termination power. This should not be confused with termination itself. 
| Termination power can and should be provided by at least one device 
attached to your SCS host adapter. Your Plextor CD-ROM drive auto- 
matically supplies termination power. Any additional devices supplying 

termination power will NOT cause any problems. 


Remember: Only the last SCS peripheral in a daisy chain should have termination 
enabled. If you have any SCSI devices chained after your UltraPlex, you 
must disable or turn OFF the UltraPlex’s termination using the following 
instructions: 
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PX-32XG Internal Termination 


The PX-32TS is shipped from the factory with its termination enabled (ON). 


To disable termination, remove the jumper from the termination pins on the back 
panel of your drive. Refer to the diagrams on pages 12 and 15 for the location of the 
termination pins (labeled “Term”). They are the fifth set of pins from the left. 


If your drive already is installed in your computer, be sure to turn off your computer 
power before removing (or reinstalling) the jumpers. We recommend that you retain 
the jumpers so you can reinsert them onto the termination pins if you later need to 
turn the drive’s termination ON. 


PX-32XSe External Termination 


The PX-32TS& is shipped from the factory with its termination turned ON. 


To turn the termination OFF, first turn off the drive’s power, then change the second 
DIP switch on the rear panel of the drive to the OFF position. Refer to the pictures on 
pages 13 and 17 for the location of the termination switch (labeled “Term”’). It is the 
second of the five switches. 
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Hardware Installation 


By itself, your CD-ROM drive is incapable of communicating with your computer. 
You must use a hardware link that enables your drive to “talk” with the rest of your 
computer. 


Plextor’s UltraPleX drives use a SCS interface as their link. If you own aPC, there are 
four waysin which you can make the SCSI connection: 


1) Use a separate SCS interface board. This is the most common method for 


~ 


both internal and external drives. We recommend using a 32-bit PCI bus 
mastering SCS interface board to maximize the drive’spotential. Older 8-bit 
SCO interface boards are not recommended. More cost-effective, but with 
adecrease in video performance, are 16-bit ISA busmastering SCSI interface 
boards. Both these bus mastering interface technologies also allow you to 
take advantage of SCS multitasking in 32-bit operating systems such as 
Windows 95, WindowsNT, UNIX, SCO, Solaris, etc. Another possibility is 
to use an ISA-PIO SCS interface board, but performance will suffer, as will 
multitasking. 


Use a soundboard that also has a SCS interface built onto it. This helps save 
a slot in your computer by combining the functions of two boards (SCO 
interface board and soundboard) into one. Plextor recommends against 
using the SC interface on a soundcard with the UltaPlex. Doing so will 
limit the performance of the UltraPlex. 


3) If you have an external drive, you can also use a parallel-to-SCS interface. 


Thisisadevice that plugsinto the parallel port (the one your printer normally 
is connected to) of your computer. It is convenient, but typically at a cost of 
reduced performance to your CD-ROM drive. 


4) If you have an external drive and a portable computer with a PCMCIA slot 


NOTE: 


(Type II or Ill), use a POEMCIA-to-SCSI card. This is a small, credit-card size 
device that plugs into the PCMCIA slot. It too is convenient, but may also 
provide less performance than a direct connection to a 32-bit or 16-bit SCSI 
interface board. PCMCIA connections should, however, provide better 
performance than a parallel-to-SCSI interface. 


The following section is only for PC users who need to install a SCS 
interface board, or a soundboard with a built-in SCSI interface, in their 
computer. If you plan to use a parallel-to-SCS, or PCMCIA-to-SCa 
interface, you can skip to Chapter 9. If you area Mac user with an external 
drive, you can laugh at how easy life is and skip to page 30. Otherwise, 
proceed to page 25. 
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Board Installation 


YOUR TASK: _ Install a SCSI interface board, or a soundboard with 


a built-in SCS interface, in your computer. 


YOUR OBECTIVE: Provide the hardware link needed to enable your 


CD-ROM drive to communicate with your 
computer. 


YOURMETHOD: Remove your computer’s case. Install board and 


attach necessary cables. 


Let us point out that this isa CD-ROM drive installation and operation manual—it is 
not a SCO interface board or soundboard installation and operation manual. Unless 
you purchased a SCS interface board or soundboard (and its accompanying manual) 
bundled in the same box with an UltraPlex drive, we have no way of knowing which 
type of board you elect to use. There are dozens of SCO interface boards and 
soundboards on the market. Each one is installed somewhat differently. Therefore, our 
instructions for this section should only be considered as guidelines. For more detailed 
instructions on how to properly install your SCO interface board/soundboard, you 
should refer to the installation/operation manual that you received when you purchased 


the board. 


Caution: 


If static electricity may be present in the room where you are working, 
discharge any you may haveon your body by touching agrounded object 
before you remove the host adapter from its packaging. 

Satic electricity is a silent killer. ist a small jolt to one of the chips on 
your interface board may render it useless with no apparent damage 
visible. Positioning your computer in a location without a carpet under- 
foot is one method of guarding against static electricity damage. Using 
common sense, such as not walking on acarpeted floor in stocking feet 
just before you install your drive, is another. 

Before proceeding, make sure the power to your computer and any 
external peripherals is OFF and your computer is UNPLUGGED from its 
power source. 
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To remove your computer's cover, follow the directions provided by your computer's 
manufacturer. Typically, this involves loosening or removing several screws on the 
back panel of your computer and sliding off your computer’s cover. 





Carefully remove the SCS interface board from its packaging. Select a vacant slot in 
your computer where you will install the board (refer to the manual packaged with 
your interface board for instructions as to which slot in your system to use). Plextor 
provideseither 16-bit ISA or 32-bit PC] SCS interface boardswith its optional bundles, 
so you must use the correct slot (16-bit slotsare longer than 32-bit slots). Older systems 
may not have a PCI slot, asthisisthe newer technology. If you’re installing an internal 
drive, try to pick a slot that is closest to where the drive will be installed. 


Remove the cover plate for this slot from the back panel of your computer. Keep the 
screw from the cover plate nearby as you will need it in a moment. Save the cover 
plate in case you need it at a later date.

Rock the board from 
end to end to ensure that it seats firmly in the slot. Don’t force it. If you cannot push 
the board down completely into the slot, remove the board and try again.

Mounting an Internal Drive 





YOURTASK: Mount your internal drive inside your computer. 


YOUROBECTIVE: A securely positioned drive whose connectors are 
within easy reach of the various cables that must 
attach to it. 


YOURMETHOD: _ldentify the drive bay where you will mount your 
drive. Remove bay cover. If necessary, use 
mounting rails to install drive in bay. 


Your PC probably looks something like this: 







Available bay with 
cover panel removed. 


You can mount your drive in any available bay. You must remove the small panel that 
covers the bay that you want to use. Typically, this is done after you have removed 
your computer’s cover. The panel can then be popped out by pressing outward lightly 
(in some older cases you may have to remove screws that hold the panel in place). 


You now need to determine if you must install mounting rails on the sides of your 
drive. To do so, insert the drive into the open bay. If the drive fits tightly with little or 
no clearance on either side of the drive, you will not have to use mounting rails. The 
drive can be mounted directly into your computer. 


Caution: | Donot mount your drivein your computer using screws other than those 
supplied by Plextor. You may damage the drive if you insert screws that 
are too long. 
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If you must use mounting rails, install them as shown below: 


Be sure not to mistake the inner and outer face of 
the rail when attaching. The smooth side of the rail 
faces away from the drive’s chassis. 





There are four holes provided on each side of the drive. To mount an internal drive 
in most computers, the rails should be fastened to the lower pair of holes. In some 
instances you may need to fasten the rails to the upper set of holes. 


You will find that eight screwswere supplied with your drive: four chrome screws and 
four black screws. Select which screws to use based on which set of holes you use to 
attach the mounting rails. 


Vv Use the chrome screws if you use the upper set of mounting 
holes. 


¥ Use the black screws if you use the lower set of mounting holes. 


Check the positioning of the rails by sliding the drive into the bay before you connect 
any cables. 


Check Your Jumper Settings 


Once you have determined a) the correct set of holes to use to attach mounting rails, 
or b) that you don’t have to use mounting rails, you are almost ready to finish your 
drive’s installation. Before doing so, however, check your jumper settings one 
last time. 


If you do not have any SCS peripherals (e.g., hard disk, scanner, printer, etc.) in your 
system other than your CD-ROM drive, you should not change the jumpers from their 
factory setting. 


If you do have other SCSI peripherals as part of your computer system, you may need 
to change the settings of the SCS ID and Terminator. See Chapters 6 and 7 for 
information on how to change these settings. 
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Cable Connections 


You must make a minimum of two cable connections to your CD-ROM drive. A third 
cable connection need be made only if you are using a soundboard in your computer. 


The two cable connections that you must make are: 
1) SCSI cable 
2) power cable

SCSI Host Adapter 


The SCSI cable you will need is a standard 50-pin flat ribbon cable. If you already 
have one other SCSI peripheral (such asa hard disk), and your existing cable has only 
two connectors, remove the cable and replace it with a cable with additional 
connectors. Connect the SCS host adapter to aconnection on either end of the cable. 
Connect the two peripheralsto the other two connectors (one at the middle connector 
and one at the end of the cable). Refer to Chapter 7 of this manual for setting the 
termination of the devices. 


CAUTION: It is easy to accidentally plug your SCSI ribbon cable upside down into 
both your drive and SCO interface board. Accordingly, be sure you match 
the red stripe along one side of the SCSI cable to pin 1 on the interface 

| board and pin 1 on the drive (asshown on the next page). Each connector 
on the ribbon cable has a “key” in the middle. This key should fit into a 
siotin the middle of each connector of the interface board, your UltraPlex 
CD-ROM drive, and any other SCS peripherals. Additionally, ensure 
there are no kinks or knicks in the cable and that the length does not 
exceed 1.5 meters. 


Double-check your work; you must ensure the side of the SCO cable with 
the red stripe is matched to pin 1 on the interface board and on the drive.

The easiest way to install your SCSI cable is to plug it into the SCS connector on the 
rear panel of the drive before you insert the drive into your computer. Then you can 
thread the cable through the front of the open bay you plan to use and back toward 
the SCS interface board. Connect the cable to your SCSI interface board and finish 
mounting your drive in the proper position. The drive should slide smoothly into the 
bay. lf it doesnot, check for obstructionsin the bay and ensure the side rails (if needed) 
are attached properly. 























You now need to make the power connection. In most computers you will find 
additional power connectors that are ready for use. Check the cable running from 
your power supply to your hard disk and see if it has extra connectors on it. If so, you 


can plug one of these into the power connector found on the rear panel of the 
CD-ROM drive. 


If you do not find any additional connectors available (either because they were not 
supplied, or they are all in use), you will have to buy a “splitter” or a “Y-connector.” 
These can also be found at most computer stores. If you are in a hurry to get started, 
you can probably unplug the power connector from your 5.25" floppy drive (if you 
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have one) and plug it into your CD-ROM drive. You will be able to use your CD-ROM 
drive until you have the opportunity to buy a “splitter” or “Y-connector.” (Of course, 
you will lose the use of your 5.25" drive until you buy a gplitter/Y-connector.) 


If your computer has only a3.5" floppy disk drive, you may find that you do not have 
a power connector that is the correct size to plug into your CD-ROM drive. Once 
again, you can turn to your local computer store for a splitter to solve this problem, 
or you might find an adapter that converts the smaller-sized power plug found on a 
3.5" drive to the size required for your CD-ROM drive. 


A third cable, an audio cable, must be used if there is a soundboard in your system. 
This cable runs from the four-pin audio output connector on the rear panel of your 
drive to your soundboard. See page 34 for more information about audio cables. 


Installation of your internal drive isnow complete. Kip to page 33. 


External Drive Installation 





YOUR TASK: Connect cables from your external drive to your PC 
or Mac. Check to see if switch, dial, and terminator 
settings need to be adjusted. 


YOUROBECTIVE: A well-functioning drive that does not conflict with 
any other peripherals in your computer system. 


YOURMETHOD: Follow directions below for making cable 
connections. Review your current computer setup 
to see if the potential for conflicts exists. If so, make 
necessary switch, dial, and/or terminator changes. 


If you are installing a single UltraPleX external drive, and you have no other SCSI 
peripherals attached to your system, you should leave the switches, dial, and 
terminator found on the rear panel of your drive at their factory settings. If you do have 
additional SCSI peripherals (e.g., scanner, printer) attached to your computer, you 
may need to change your switch, dial, and terminator settings. See Chapters 6 and 7 
for information on how to change these settings.

YOUR TASK: _ Install a soundboard in your PC. 


YOUR OBECTIVE: Make sure that the soundboard works properly with 
your CD-ROM drive. 


YOURMETHOD: Pollow the instructions for installation that came 
with your soundboard. Follow the instructions 
given below to connect the soundboard to your 
CD-ROM drive. 


From Plextor’s perspective, soundboards fall into one of three major categories: 


1) Soundboards that have no CD-ROM drive interface (e.g., ATl Stereo F/X, 
Logitech Sound Man 16, Turtle Beach Multi-Sound). Most soundboards fall 
into this category. 


2) Soundboards that have a proprietary or IDE CD-ROM drive interface built 
onto the board (e.g., Creative Labs Sound Blaster, Orchid Sound Producer 
Pro, Wearnes Tech Beethoven ADSP-16). Typically, the only drivesthat can 
be attached are mediocre performers that sell for a low price. 


3) Soundboards that have a SCSI CD-ROM drive interface built onto the board 
(e.g., Media Vision Spectrum 16, Diamond SonicSound, Prometheus Aria 
16S5). Any SCS CD-ROM drive can be attached to this type of soundboard 
and should work if the proper device drivers are used. However, the SCSI 
interface will not be high performance. 


If you own a soundboard that fallsinto category #1 or #2 and want to use it with your 
UltraPleX drive, you must also buy a separate SCSI interface board. You should follow 
the directions starting on page 22 regarding the installation of a SCS interface board. 
Then, check the diagrams given on page 34 to see how you should connect your 
audio cable. 


If you own a soundboard from category #3, you do not have to buy a separate SCS 
interface board. However, most soundboards with a built-in SCS interface do not 
perform well because they use only an 8-bit SCSI interface. (This is true even if you 
buy a “16-bit” soundboard. The “16-bit” refers to the audio channel, not necessarily 
the SCSI data channel. The soundboard may have only an 8-bit SCS interface on it.) 
Plextor recommends the use of a separate SCSI interface.

Whichever category your soundboard falls into, you will find that the best source of 
information about installing the soundboard in your computer is your soundboard’s 
manual. Once you have successfully installed your soundboard in your computer, 
you can continue to the next section, which describes the different cable connections 
that need to be made. 


Audio Cables ~2=ijj 


Weinclude two audio cableswith your internal CD-ROM drive SCS card kit and one 
cable with your external drive SCSI card kit. One cable delivered with your internal 
drive is MPC compliant, and the other has connectors designed for use with Sound 
Blaster sound cards. The cable delivered with your external drive has two RCA-type 
color-coded connectors at one end, which connect to your drive, and a single stereo 
mini-jack at the other end, which plugsinto the line-in receptacle on your soundboard 
(at the back of your computer). 


If you purchased an internal drive SCS card kit and you have a sound card other than 
Sound Blaster that isnot MPC compliant, you will have to purchase a different audio 
cable from acomputer supply store. We can help by recommending several vendors 
(see listing, p. 62) who offer audio cables, and can get them to you quickly at a 
reasonable price. Call our Technical Support Department directly at 800-886-3935.

A device driver is a software program that allows your computer to interact with 
your CD-ROM drive. If you do not use a device driver, or you use an outdated version 
of the required device driver, you will not be able to operate your CD-ROM drive. 
The lack of a device driver, or the use of an improper version of a device driver, are 
the most common source of business for Plextor’s Technical Support Department.

Installation Procedure 


To install OG/2 from your OG2 CD-ROM disc, you first need to verify that your SCS. 
interface board is supported by O92. Check your OS/2 manual and the README file 
on the floppy disk that comes with the O9/2 CD-ROM for information on which SCS 
interface boards OG/2 supports. 


If your SCSI interface board ison OG2’s list of supported hardware, you can follow 
the installation instructions provided by IBM. 


However, if your SCSI interface board is not on OG2’s list of supported hardware, 
you must contact the manufacturer of your board and request an OG? software device 
driver. (See listing of key contacts on page 62.) 


The OG2 device driver filesthat you need from your SCSI interface board’s manufac- 
turer end with an “.ADD” extension. They need to be copied into the CONFAIG.SYS 
file on the O92 installation floppy disk. Your SCSI interface board manufacturer will 
provide you with specific instructions. 


Adding CD-ROM Support After OS/2 Has Already Been Installed 


1) You first need to verify that your SCS interface board is supported by O92. 
Check your OG/2 manual, and the README file on the floppy disk that 
comes with the OG/2 CD-ROM, for information on which SCG interface 
boards OG2 supports. If your SCS interface board is included on the list of 
supported hardware, you can skip to step #3. 


2) If your SCS interface board isnot on OG2’s list of supported hardware, you 
must contact the manufacturer of your board and request an OG? software 
device driver. (See listing of contacts on page 62.) 


3) Once you have confirmed that your SCSI interface board is supported by 
OG2, or you have obtained the necessary device driver files, run OG2’s 
Selective Install program to set up your SCSI interface board and CD-ROM 
drive. In the “SCSI Host” field, select your board. (If your board was already 
installed and running, your SCS interface board should already be selected, 
and there isno need for you to change thisentry.) The CD-ROM drive should 
automatically be detected. In the event that the CD-ROM drive is not seen, 
please go to the “CD-ROM Drive” field, select “Texel/Plextor 3024/5024, 
3028/5028, 4Plex’. Then, select “Install” and insert the OG2 floppy disks 
when requested. After rebooting, your CD-ROM drive should appear in the 
“Drives” folder. 
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OS/2 Troubleshooting Tip 


If you have difficulty getting O 9/2 to recognize your CD-ROM drive and SCS interface 
board, you should first verify that all of your hardware is operating properly. 


This is best done by installing DOS If your system also does not work under DOS, 
you probably have a hardware problem that needs to be resolved before you can go 
any further. Refer to the Troubleshooting guide in Chapter 12. If your system works 
under DOS (but not OY2) review your device driver installation and verify that the 
SCS interface board driver and CD-ROM support (see step #3 on page 37) isloaded 
correctly.

Installation Procedure 


To install WindowsNT from your NT CD-ROM disc, you first need to verify that your 
SCS interface board is supported by NT. Check your NT manual for information on 
which SCG interface boards NT supports. 


If your SCSI interface board ison NT’slist of supported hardware, you can follow the 
installation instructions provided by Microsoft. 


If your SCO interface board is not on NTs list of supported hardware, however, you 
must contact your board’s manufacturer and request an NT software device driver 
(see listing of key contacts on page 62). 


The files you obtain need to be added to the NT installation floppy disk(s) that came 
with your NT CD-ROM disc. Your SCS interface board manufacturer will provide 
you with specific installation instructions. 


Adding CD-ROM Support After NT Has Already Been Installed 


1) You first need to verify that your SCSI interface board is supported by NT. 
Check your NT manual for information on which SCS interface boards NT 
supports. If your SCSI interface board is included on the list of supported 
hardware, skip to #3. 
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2) If your SCS interface board is not on NT’slist of supported hardware, you 
must contact your board’s manufacturer and request an NT software device 
driver (see listing of key contacts on page 62). 


3) Run NT’s Setup program to add support for your SCSI interface board. Select 
“Add/Remove SCSI Adapters. . .” from the menu. Choose your SCS inter- 
face board from the list or, alternately, add the driver you obtained from 
your SCSI interface board manufacturer. 


4) Shut down your system and connect your UltraPleX to the SCSI controller. 


5) Power ON your computer and your UltraPleX drive should now be visible 
to the system.

Caddy Loading 


Plextor’s CD-ROM drives use an industry-standard disc caddy to protect the disc from 
scratches and contamination. A standard caddy is made of plastic and has a metal 
shutter on its bottom which slides open and shut. Plextor is also constantly evaluating 
other caddy designs for possible use in the future. Unless provided or recommended 
by Plextor, use of a non-standard caddy (e.g., one that lacks a metal shutter on its 
bottom) is not recommended. For their protection, CD-ROM discs should be stored in 
their original packaging or in acaddy. 


Inserting the Disc into a Caddy 


1) To open the lid of the caddy, 
press the tabs at the side 
as shown. 
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2) Place the disc into the caddy 
with the label facing UP. 
Be sure to place the disc 
beneath the edge of the 
caddy under the arrow mark. 
Handle the disc by the sides. 
Don’t touch its surface. 


3) Close the lid firmly, 
but not too hard. 








Caution: _ If the caddy appears defective (e.g., warped, cracked, or bent) do not 
insert it into the drive. A defective caddy can become stuck inside the 
drive, requiring the drive's return to Plextor for service. If your caddy 
appears defective, promptly replace it with anew one. 


Handle the caddy as you would any precision component. Do not: 
X Allow moisture or dust/contamination either in or on the caddy. 


X Store the caddy in alocation subject to direct sunlight, high temperature, or 
high humidity. 


X Drop the caddy or subject it to shock. 


X Open the shutter manually. The caddy’s shutter opens automatically when 
the caddy is inserted into the CD-ROM drive.

Loading the Caddy into the Drive 


1. Open the drive’s door. 


2. Carefully insert the caddy in 
the direction shown, with 
the arrow mark facing the drive. 


3. Push the caddy into the drive 
until the caddy load mechanism 


is engaged. Mh Arrow Mark 


You need use only one hand to insert the caddy into the drive. This is 
easily accomplished by placing the front portion of the caddy on top of 
the lip of the drive’sdoor. You can pressdown lightly to open the drive’s 
door, then slide the caddy into the drive. 





Removing the Caddy from the Drive 


1) Push the Gect button. The caddy will eject from the drive in 2-3 seconds. 
2) Pull the caddy straight out of the drive. 


3) If the caddy will not eject from the drive after pushing the ect button, you 
should be able to remove the caddy from the drive by using the Emergency 
Kect button. Turn off power to the drive. Insert a paper clip into the 
Emergency Kect hole. The caddy should now eject from the drive. Please 
contact Plextor’s Technical Support Department before attempting to rein- 
sert the caddy into the drive.

While the drive is powered up, push the Gect button. The tray drawer will 
slide out in 2-3 seconds. 


2) Lay the bare CD into the depression in the tray, label side up. If the 
drive is mounted in the horizontal position and the CD 
lays flat in the drive, you do not need to use the 
clipsin the tray. If the drive is mounted in 
the vertical position (on its side with 
the tray perpendicular to the 
ground), the clips should be 
gently pushed into place over 
the CD so that it does not fall 
out of the tray. 
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3) Press the Gect button again and the tray will slide shut within 2-3 seconds. 


| Note: We recommend you use the Gect button to close the tray in asmooth 
and secure manner. Closing the tray by pressing the front of the drawer by 
hand is not recommended. 


Cleaning the Disc 


If the disc is merely dusty, you may use acommercially available dust removal spray 
such as Dust-Off or Vari-Air to blow dust particles off the disc. 


After removing the dust particles, you may wipe the disc using a clean, soft cotton 
cloth. Use a straight-line motion, wiping from the center out. Do not wipe the disc 
in acircular motion. 





If adisc becomes dirty or soiled with grease or other contaminants not removable by 
wiping, you may clean the disc with a CD-ROM disc cleaner available at most 
computer dealers. Follow the directions packaged with the cleaner. 


Hint: Storing your CD-ROM discsin jewel cases or CD caddies at all times 
will prevent them from becoming dirty or damaged. 
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How to Play Audio CDs 
on Your Drive 





YOUR TASK: Learn how to use your CD-ROM drive so that it can 
also play audio CDs.

YOURMETHOD: A variety exists for you to choose from. You can 
use anything from front panel controls or very 
basic, bare bones audio CD software utilities up to 
software utilities that rival or surpass the capabilities 
of the CD player attached to your stereo system. 


1) The most basic method is to use the UltraPlexX front panel audio controls. 
No special drivers are needed to operate this feature. 


Once an AUDIO CD is inserted into the drive, simply push the button to 
begin AUDIO play. Once the AUDIO isplaying, push the play button once 
for track advance, or hold down the button for more than 1 second to begin 
a fast forward search (ffwd). To eject, press the Stop/Kect button once to 
stop AUDIO play and a second time to eject the CD. 


While in audio CD play mode, you can read a CD-ROM datadisc by simply 
removing the audio CD and inserting a data CD into your CD-ROM drive. 


2) For PC users, audio utilities are provided with Plextor Manager software 
utilities. For installation and operating instructions, refer to the separate 
Plextor Manager software manual. 


3) Other alternatives include audio utilities designed into your operating 
system (Media Player in Windows, for instance) or various other utilities that 
can be purchased commercially. 





=| 4) Mac users can run a program such as CDT Remote (which typically is 
included with FWB’s CD-ROM device driver). 


In order to hear the audio CD your drive is playing, you can plug a pair of stereo 
headphones or self-powered speakers into the headphone jack on the drive's front 
panel. You also can connect your drive to an audio amplifier as shown on the next 
page. The audio cablesshown are available at most computer and audio supply stores. 
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PLEASE The volume control wheel on the front panel of your drive adjusts only 
NOTE: the sound level of the headphone jack. It has no impact on the volume 
level of the rear panel audio outputs.

Most SCG interface boards can sense when aproblem has occurred and will 
generate an error message on your computer. Take note of this message. Then, 
run the test diagnostic) program that probably isincluded with the devicedrivers 
for your SCS interface board. Follow the instructions given in the SCG interface 
board’s manual. If the information provided by the error message and test 
program is not sufficient for you to fix the problem, proceed to step #2. 


If your problem occurs during or immediately after the drive’s installation, 
read Section 12.1—PC Compatibles: Initial Installation.

There are two types of audio you may encounter when using CD-ROMs: 
1) Sound Card Audio: 


This comes from data (e.g., .WAYV or .MID files) that is transferred from your 
CD-ROM disc viathe SCS host adapter into your computer and istranslated 
by your soundboard into sound. If you do not have a soundboard, you will 
not be able to hear this form of audio. 


2) CD Audio: 


This comes from audio discs (like the ones used by your home stereo) that 
are translated directly by your CD-ROM drive into sound. You do not need 
a soundboard to hear this audio. You can hear this audio by plugging a set 
of headphones or powered speakers into the headphone jack on the front 
of your drive. 


One reason, then, that you might not hear sound when playing a CD-ROM disc is 
that a soundboard is required. These discs use only sound card audio, not CD Audio. 


To help you determine if you are having a soundboard problem, or a CD Audio 
problem, try playing an audio CD in your CD-ROM drive. If you can hear music 
(through headphones or speakers connected to the headphone jack on the front of 
your drive), the CD-ROM disc you are playing may require the use of a soundboard 
in order to hear sound. If possible, check the manual that came with the CD-ROM 
disc and see if the use of a soundboard is recommended or required. 


If you have a soundboard and can hear an audio CD when it is played but cannot 
hear sound when you play a CD-ROM disc, you may have configured your sound- 
board incorrectly. Check the troubleshooting section of your soundboard manual for 
further advice. If you have a soundboard but you cannot hear an audio CD when it 
is played, check the following points: 
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Improper/ Missing Audio Cable 


If you use a soundboard, you must connect the soundboard to your CD-ROM drive 
with an audio cable. See page 34 to ensure you have properly installed this audio 
cable. If you have a soundboard and CD-ROM drive but lack an audio cable, contact 
one of the companies listed on page 62 or Plextor’s Technical Support Department 
for information on where a cable can be purchased. 


Device Drivers Need to Be Updated 


If you can hear an audio CD in your CD-ROM drive when it isin Audio CD play mode 
(see Chapter 11) but you cannot hear an audio CD with another music CD utility (e.g., 
Animotion’s MCSCD Master, CorelCD), your device drivers may need to be updated. 
Contact Plextor Technical Support for assistance. 


Soundboard Volume Low 


If, when playing an audio CD, you do not hear sound even though everything appears 
to be functioning normally (busy light on drive flickers, the time counter on your audio 
CD utility isadvancing), you may have the mixer settings for your soundboard set too 
low. Each soundboard has different settings for each input source, including one 
for CD Audio. Run your soundboard’s mixer program and verify that the volume 
is turned up. 


Bad Soundboard Audio Cable 


If you have verified that you have made the proper cable connections between your 
UltraPleX drive and soundboard, and you have the correct device drivers installed 
but you still do not hear sound when playing an audio CD, the problem may rest with 
your audio cable. It may be defective and need to be replaced. 


You can check to see if thisisthe case by doing the following: Unplug the audio cable 
from the rear of your UltraPleX drive. Plug a set of headphones or speakers that you 
know are good into the jack on the front of the drive. Try to play an audio CD. If you 
can now hear music, you may conclude that you do, in fact, have abad audio cable. 


Symptoms

Your UltraPlexX drive is capable of reading Kodak Photo CD multisession discs if you 
use the appropriate device drivers and you run a Photo CD viewing program (e.g., 
Magic Lantern, Kodak’s Photo CD Access).

Bad Photo CD Disc 


If you can see a list of files from your Photo CD (after issuing a DIR commana), but 
cannot read them, or experience errorswhile reading them, you may have abad Photo 
CD disc. Try another Photo CD disc. If it works, you should have the defective disc 
replaced.

Possible Causes and Solutions 


Improper SCSI Device Driver Installation 


Your computer needs a SCS software device driver to link the SCS interface board 
to the CD-ROM drive. If this driver cannot be loaded properly, an error message will 
normally be displayed on the screen. 


Try rebooting the computer. Watch as the CONHAG.SYS file executes, and look for an 
error message to appear. You can press the Control and S keys simultaneously to 
freeze the display in order to read the error message (use the Control and S 
combination again to continue). 


If the SCS device driver cannot be loaded properly, either a software or hardware 
conflict exists. Software conflicts are generally caused by memory managers; hard- 
ware conflicts by two peripherals vying for the same DOS address space. Please read 
the next two paragraphs on software and hardware conflicts. 


Software Conflict with Other Device Drivers 


The SCG interface board normally designates the CD-ROM driver as the first device 
driver loaded by the computer. When the computer has a memory manager (e.g., 
HIMEM.SYS, 386MAX.SYS, or QEVM.SYS), in most cases the memory manager is 
loaded first and the CD-ROM driver loaded directly thereafter. 
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If other device drivers are loading before the CD-ROM driver, place them after the 
CD-ROM driver. If the memory manager tries to load the CD-ROM driver into high 
memory (e.g., DEVICEHIGH or LOADHIGH), disable the function so that the driver 
is loaded into conventional memory. 


Hardware Conflict Between the Interface Board and Your Computer 


The SCS interface board may bein conflict with another peripheral in your computer. 
Normally, this conflict can be settled by selecting a different address for the SCS 
interface board. In some cases, you may wish to select a different address for the 
conflicting peripheral. 


If the driver still does not recognize the interface board, follow these steps: 


1) Remove all non-essential peripherals from your computer (e.g., network 
boards, fax boards, etc.) and their device drivers from the CONFIG.SYS and 
AUTOEXEC.BAT files. 


2) Reboot the computer and ensure that the CD-ROM device driver recognizes 
the SCSI interface board. 


3) Turn off the computer and reinstall each peripheral and its device drivers 
one at atime. 


4) Repeat steps2 and 3 until the problem reoccurs. Thismeansthat the problem 
is with the last peripheral you installed. 


Improper MSCD EX Installation 


The Microsoft CD-ROM Extensions (filename: MSCD EX.EXB or equivalent files from 
Corel (CORELCD X.EXB are required to run your CD-ROM drive under MSDOSor 
DRDOS If the SCSI driver was successfully loaded, check for proper installation of 
MSCDEX.EXEby rebooting the computer and watching the AUTOEXEC.BAT file as it 
executes for an error message. 


SCSI Interface Board Not Properly Seated 


If the SCS interface board is not fully seated into the computer’s expansion slot, the 
device driver software will not recognize it. Inspect the interface board where it seats 
into the connector on your computer's motherboard. There should not be more than 
a small gap between the interface board and the connector.

e Incorrect DOS Version 


Possible Causes and Solutions 
Conflict Between MS-DOS5.0 and Microsoft’s CD-ROM Extensions Version 2.2 
(or Lower) 


MS-DOS 5.0 users should use Microsoft's CD-ROM Extensions (file name 
MSCDEX.EXB Version 2.21 or 2.22. If you do not have either of these versions and 
plan to use DOS5.0 with MSCDEX.EXEVer 2.2 (or lower), you can resolve thisconflict 
by doing the following: 


1) Type the following line into your CONFIG.SYS file: 
DEVICE=C:\ DOS SETVER. EXE 


2) Switch to the DOSprompt. 
3) Type the following: SETVER MSCDEX.EXE 4.01, then press the Enter key. 
4) Reboot your computer. 


Conflict Between MS-DOS 6.0 and Microsoft’s CD-ROM Extensions (file name: 
MSCD EX.EXB) Version 2.21 (or Lower) 


MSCDEX.EXE ver. 2.22 (or higher) must be used with DOS 6.0. Use of an earlier 
version will result in an INCORRECT DOS VERSION message. A copy of 
MSCDEX.EXE ver. 2.22 is included with DOS 6.0. You can find this file in your 
C:\ DOSdirectory. 


If you previously had loaded MSCDEX.EXE ver. 2.21 (or lower), your computer might 
still be recognizing this lower version rather than 2.22 (or higher). 


To correct this problem, you must edit your AUTOEXEC.BAT file using a text editor 
or word processor. Your AUTOEXEC.BAT file will probably contain a line that looks 
something like this: 


CA TSCSI\\ MSCD EX.EXE/D:TSLCD /M:10 


In this example, “C:\ TSC!” is the path to MSCDEX.EXE The path name will vary 
depending on the type of SCSI device driver software you use. 


Change only the path of this line in your AUTOEXEC.BAT file so that it finds the 
updated MSCDEX.EXE file in your DOSdirectory. This line should be edited to read: 


C\ DOS MSCDEX.EXE/D:TSLCD /M:10 
Save the AUTOEXEC.BAT file and reboot your computer.

Ensure that only the last peripheral on the SCSI busis terminated (see Chapter 7).

Defective CD-ROM Disc

Quick Install 


Windows 95 should automatically recognize and support your SCSI controller and 
Plextor CD-ROM drive. Microsoft has included a generic CD-ROM device driver in 
the operating system. They have also included numerous controller specific drivers 
on the Windows 95 CD-ROM. If you connect your Plextor drive to a previously 
installed and operating SCSI controller, Windows95 will recognize the new controller 
and ask you to insert the Windows 95 CD-ROM so it can obtain the necessary file. If 
you purchased your SCSI controller in a Plextor kit, you can use either the Windows 
95 CD or the Plextor Manager floppy disk to provide the necessary file. If you 
purchased your new SCSI controller from another source, you must use the Windows 
95 CD. If Windows 95 doesnot have the necessary file, you will need to use software 
provided by the manufacturer of the SCSI controller. If you encounter any problems, 
we suggest you read the following detailed instructions. 


Detailed Instructions 


If the Quick Install description above does not work, this section will tell you a little 
about the Windows95 operating system, help you figure out what your current system 
configuration is, and then walk you through the installation. If you are lucky, this 
process will be close to “Plug and Play.” Either way, don’t worry. You will soon be 
using the highest performance CD-ROM drive around. If you have any problems at 
all, our technical support staff will help you. They can be reached toll-free at 
800-886-3935. 


Microsoft has incorporated “Plug and Play” software into Windows95. Theoretically, 
this enables true Plug and Play peripherals, such as your Plextor CD-ROM drive, to 
configure themselves automatically after installation. You have been hearing about 
Plug and Play for along time now from everyone and their brother. The reality: Anyone 
telling you their product was Plug and Play prior to August 24, 1995 (the Windows 
95 release date) was pulling your leg. The unfortunate thing is that even now things 
are not quite as automatic asthey should be. That’sall right though—Plextor will make 
it work for you. 


For a true Plug and Play experience while installing a SCS peripheral, many things 
are required. Your system must have Plug and Play BIOS available either on the 
motherboard or on a Peripheral Component Interconnect (PCI) SCSI controller. All 
PCI controllers have this capability. Your controller itself must also have its own Plug 
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and Play capabilities. Again, all PCI controllers include these features. Your SCSI 
controller must also be SCAM capable. It may sound like a con game, but actually 
SCAM stands for SCSI Configured Auto Magically (sure it sounds hokey, but we didn’t 
make it up). Others may refer to it as SCS Configured AutoMatically. 


Any combination of up to seven internal and external devices can be attached to a 
single SCSI controller. Each must be set to a unique ID number (0-6) for identification 
purposes in your computer system. SCAM is the Plug and Play feature that overrides 
whatever a device’s SCG ID is set to (physically, via jumpers or switches on the back 
of the drive) and makes sure each device has a unique ID. 


The problem isthat even with all the delaysin releasing Windows 95, most peripheral 
manufacturers were not fully prepared to implement SCAM. As a result, this was 
removed from the final list of requirements for obtaining the “Designed for Microsoft® 
Windows® 95” certification. 


Your computer’s capabilities are pretty much out of our control. On the other hand, 
your Plextor drive is fully SCAM capable. Benevolent folks that we are, if you bought 
a Plextor “kit” you also have aSCAM capable SCS controller in front of you—wouldn’t 
make much sense to sell you a true Plug and Play drive and some old technology 
controller board, would it? You can also buy SCAM capable controller kits off the 
shelf at most computer stores now. It is possible that you have a PC! SCS controller, 
which means you are in really good shape, especially if you have already installed 
Windows 95. We also include a floppy disk that gives you some great utilities and 
makes this whole Plug and Play thing work (more on that coming up). 


To the best of our Knowledge, Plextor’s 4PleX Plus was the first-ever SCAM capable 
CD-ROM drive—another first for Plextor. Of course, as we revise thisin 1997, those 
other guys are still pulling your leg. Just because they say Plug and Play, doesn’t mean 
it’strue. And all those Windows95 logos you see do not really promise Plug and Play; 
they only promise functionality once you finally get the device installed and config- 
ured properly. 


So, let’s say your computer is Plug and Play or you have a PCI SCS controller, your 
SCSI controller and Plextor CD-ROM drive are SCAM capable, and you have 
successfully installed Windows 95. No problem, right? Wrong. In Windows 95 
various files are used to support different SCSI controllers (think of them as device 
drivers). Unfortunately, different files are used in a SCAM environment than are used 
in anon-SCAM environment. To make matters worse, some Windows 95 releases 
will not recognize when your controller is SCAM capable and load the correct file. 
Instead, since SCAM wasnot arequirement for logo certification by the time Windows 
95 was released, and most devices were not yet capable, it automatically loads the 
files that support the non-SCAM device. 


As you might suspect by now, Plextor fixes this problem for you. Wist pay close 
attention to the instructionsand everything will work out fine. Now that we have bored 
you with the history and current state of Plug and Play, it’s time to get that great new 
CD-ROM drive up and running. Turn the page and let’s get you started. 
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Configuration Identification 


The first thing you want to do is figure out exactly what your configuration isand what 
you are trying to accomplish. Review the following descriptions and then go to the 
appropriate section of this manual.

You have purchased a new SCAM capable Plextor CD-ROM drive kit with 
a SCAM capable SCSI controller. If you purchased just the drive without a 
SCS controller, it is also possible (though unlikely) that you already had, or 
separately purchased, a SCAM capable SCSI controller board. Your com- 
puter has a Plug and Play BlIOSor your SCSI controller is of the PCI variety. 
You have Windows 95 installed. You may have purchased a new computer 
with Windows 95 installed, or you purchased an upgrade to Windows 95 
on floppies and already installed it. You may also have upgraded to 
Windows 95 from a CD using an older CD-ROM drive. If this scenario 
describes your situation, consider yourself a state-of-the-art computer 
jockey. Go to the section titled “Plug and Play Installation,” page 68. 


You have a SCAM capable controller asin the Plug and Play configuration, 
but your computer is a little older and does not have a Plug and Play BIOS. 
You also do not havea PCI classSC9 controller to provide Plug and Play BIOS. 
Go to the section titled “Non-Plug and Play Installation,” page 71. 


You did not buy a Plextor kit and have an older SCS board that isnot SCAM 
capable. Go to the section titled “Non-SCAM Installation,” page 73. 


You are currently running DOS or Windows 3.x and have purchased an 
upgrade to Windows 95 on CD-ROM. Since you do not have an old 
CD-ROM drive, you need to install your new Plextor CD-ROM drive first. 
But you need to run the upgrade while in a DOG/Windows environment, 
and you need a device driver. Problem? Not with Plextor. We provide all 
the software you need to run under DO YWindowsand upgrade to Windows 
95. It’s a bit complex, but we'll get you there. Go to the section titled 
“Upgrading to Windows 95 From DOSWindows Using CD-ROM,” page 
75. 


By the way, our instructions generally assume you are installing a SCS controller as well 
as a Plextor CD-ROM drive. Of course, it is quite possible you already have a SCG 
controller installed and operating under Windows 95. If so, you can make appropriate 
adjustments to the procedures. For instance, since your controller is already functioning 
under Windows 95, it will not ask for a disk or CD to get support for the controller. We 
have addressed some potential problemsthismay cause in the troubleshooting portion 
of each section. 
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Plug and Play Installation 


Install Hardware 


You should be able to simply install your SCSI controller, CD-ROM drive, and all 
cabling without any concern for things like SCSI ID selection. First, turn off your 
computer system, then review Chapter 8. You should also familiarize yourself with 
the chapter on Termination. However, the quick solution here isto place your internal 
drive at one end of the SCS ribbon cable and the SCS controller at the other end of 
the cable. Your drive ships from the factory with termination enabled so everything 
should be fine. If you put another SCS device between the controller and the drive, 
you need to make sure termination is disabled on that device. For external devices, if 
your Plextor drive is the last in a chain of devices, leave termination enabled. If it is 
not last in the chain, disable termination. All SCAM capable boards should have the 
ability to automatically set termination of the board itself so you should not have to 
deal with this. Once your hardware is Plugged in, it is time to Play. But first we have 
to take care of that little device driver problem. 


Install Software 


After your CD-ROM drive and SCS controller are installed, it is time to make the right 
software file available to complete your Plug and Play environment. Turn on your 
computer, and your system should automatically detect and configure your SCO 
controller. When you start Windows 95 it will then recognize that it does not have the 
right driver available for your new SCG controller. A dialog box named “New Hardware 
Found” appears, followed immediately by a dialog box named “Insert Disk.” At this 
point, click on “OK” in the “Insert Disk” dialog box and a second “New Hardware 
Found” dialog box will appear. It will ask you to insert the Windows 95 disk or CD. 
Please, DON’T DO IT. If you do put in your Microsoft disk or CD, Windows 95 may 
automatically load the non-SCAM capable file for the SCS controller we provided. 


Instead, if you purchased a Plextor kit with SCSI controller, insert the Plextor Manager 
disk. This disk hasthe SCAM capable support file for your SCSI controller to complete 
your Plug and Play CD-ROM environment. After inserting the disk, select “Browse” 
in the dialog box and then select the appropriate drive letter. The Windows 95 
configuration process should select the correct file off the disc and copy it to the correct 
Windows 95 subdirectory on your hard drive. 


If you purchased a SCAM capable SCSI controller separately, the correct file is 
hopefully located on a disk provided with the controller. We suggest you first try using 
this disk, supplied by the manufacturer of your SCSI controller, rather than inserting 
the Windows 95 disk. If you do not have such a disk (or cannot find it among all the 
other disks you have), you can try using the files provided by Windows 95, but we 
cannot guarantee you will get SCAM support. 
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Reboot Your Computer 


Reboot your machine by selecting “SHUT DOWN” from the START Button. In the 
shut down dialog box select “Restart the Computer” and select “YES.” Thiswill reboot 
your computer with the new configuration. As your system goes through all its self 
checks, you might find it interesting to watch the display and note the SCS ID that 
hasbeen assigned to your CD-ROM drive. Your drive came from the factory physically 
set to ID #8. It is possible (especially if you have other SCSI devices) that once you 
reboot your computer, the configuration process will reassign the drive to some other 
SCS ID number. If so, you have just seen visual proof of Plextor’s SCAM capabilities. 
Get out your favorite or most useful CD and enjoy. 


Troubleshooting 


If you followed the previous instructions, you should be up and running without any 
problems. If things are not working correctly, there are four likely problems. 


1) You might have overlooked our instructionsto use the Plextor Manager disk 
to get the necessary driver support for your SCSI controller. If you used the 
Windows 95 disk or CD, the configuration process may have copied the 
wrong (i.e., non-SCAM capable) driver support. Then, if some other SCSI 
device attached to your SCSI controller is physically set to the same ID as 
your CD-ROM drive, a conflict will occur. To solve this problem, insert the 
Plextor Manager disk or use Windows Explorer or the following DOS 
command to copy the correct file to the applicable Windows 95 subdirectory:

Itisalso possible that the SCSI controller you may have purchased separately 
isnot really SCAM capable asyou thought. Not to worry, though. You simply 
need to deal with SCS ID selection.

After your CD-ROM drive and SCS controller are installed, it istime to make the right 
software device driver file available to support your new controller. Turn on your 
computer and start up Windows95, and your system should automatically detect and 
configure your SCSI controller.

The 
Windows 95 configuration process should select the correct file off the floppy disk 
and copy it to the correct Windows 95 subdirectory on your hard drive. 


If you purchased a SCAM capable SCSI controller separately, the correct file is 
hopefully located on adisk provided with the controller. We suggest you first try using 
this disk supplied by the manufacturer of your SCSI controller rather than inserting the 
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Windows95 disk. If you do not have such adisk (or cannot find it among all the other 
disks you have), you can try using the files provided by Windows 95, but we cannot 
guarantee you will get SCAM support. 


Reboot Your Computer 


Reboot your machine by selecting “SHUT DOWN” from the “START” Button. In the 
shut down dialog box select “Restart the Computer” and select “YES.” This will reboot 
your computer with the new configuration. 


Troubleshooting 


If you followed the previous instructions, you should be up and running without any 
problems.

If your non-PCl controller has Plug and Play features, but your 
computer system is not supporting Plug and Play, you will need to disable the Plug 
and Play capabilities on your SCSI controller. Review the controller's documentation

You should familiarize yourself with Chapter 7 on Termination. However, the quick 
solution here is to place your internal drive at one end of the SCS ribbon cable and 
the SCSI controller at the other end of the cable.

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factory with termination enabled so everything should be fine. If you put another SCS. 
device between the controller and the drive, you need to make sure termination is 
disabled on that device. For external devices, if your drive is the last in a chain of 
devices, leave termination enabled.

Finally, controllers that are not SCAM capable will not likely have automatic termi- 
nation. You will need to make sure termination of your controller is set properly. If 
you have both internal and external devices attached, the termination on your 
controller should be disabled.

Install Software

In order to use your Plextor drive under DOSor Windows 3.x to upgrade to Windows 
95, you must have a device driver to support it. If you just installed a new SCO 
controller that you did not purchase from us, you also need to load what is called an 
“ASPI Manager” for your controller. Refer to your controller's documentation for 
instructions. If you purchased our kit, the ASPI Manager will load as part of our 
CD-ROM device driver installation process. If you purchased our kit, or successfully 
loaded the ASPI Manager, you are ready to go. Insert the Plextor Manager disk into 
your floppy drive. Then enter the following DOScommand to install the Plextor device 
driver: 
A:\ install 


Or, from your Program Manager in Windows, choose “File” and “Run,” and enter the 
following on the command line:

Install Windows 95 


Insert your Windows 95 CD into your new Plextor CD-ROM drive and follow 
Microsoft's instructions for upgrading. During the installation process Windows 95 
will attempt to find and install support for your SCS controller, resulting in the 
following scenarios: 


Separately Purchased SCSI Controller 


e If you have a previously purchased and installed SCS controller that 
is supported by Windows 95, support will be loaded automatically. 


e lf your previously purchased SCS controller is not supported by 
Windows 95, you will be prompted to insert a disk that includes the 
appropriate file. That disk should have been provided with the 
controller. 


If you have a separately purchased SCSI board installed, we cannot guarantee support 
will be available on Windows 95. After the upgrade finishes, you can check to see if 
Windows recognizes your SCSI controller by selecting “My Computer.” If aCD-ROM 
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drive icon is shown in this Window, everything should be functioning properly. If it 
isnot, then support for your SCSI controller did not load properly (Windows 95 can’t 
look “through” your controller to see your drive). Select “Control Panel” and then 
double-click the “Add New Hardware’ icon and follow the instructions. This process 
will take some time but hopefully will find the files necessary to support your SCS. 
board. If it does not, it is possible that Windows 95 does not have the necessary file 
available, or that non-SCAM capable support wasloaded even though you purchased 
a SCAM capable controller. You may need to contact the manufacturer of the SCS 
controller to get the correct file. It is also possible that your older controller simply 
does not have support available for Windows 95 and will need to be replaced. 


Plextor Provided SCSI Controller 


e If your Plextor-provided SCS controller isnot supported by Windows 
95, you will be prompted to insert a disk that includes the appropriate 
file. At this point you can insert the Plextor Manager disc, point 
Windows95 to the root directory, and it will automatically select and 
install the proper file. 


e If your Plextor provided SCSI controller is supported by Windows95, 
it will automatically install non-SCAM capable 32-bit support for your 
SCO board. If your SCS controller was not SCAM capable, thiswould 
present no problem. However, since you purchased a SCAM capable 
Plextor kit, you may experience problems. After the installation is 
complete, copy the *. MPD file(s) from the Plextor disc to the correct 
Windows 95 subdirectory using Windows Explorer or the following 
DOScommand:

The non-SCAM capable file originally installed will be overwritten. 


Disable Plextor Manager 


Our preliminary tests indicate that Plextor’s device driver will operate your Plextor 
drive under Windows 95. However, our device driver is written in 16-bit code and 
has not been fully tested under Windows 95. In addition, all the utilities (and more) 
available in 16-bit code Plextor Manager are also available in 32-bit code Plextor 
Manager. Therefore, we recommend that you disable the driver. If you choose to 
operate your Plextor drive under Windows 95 using the Plextor device driver and 
subsequently encounter any problems, your first step should be to disable the driver. 
To disable Plextor’s DOGWindows driver, click on the “START” button. From the 
pop-up menu select “RUN.” Type NOTEPAD C:\\CONFIG.SYS This allows you to 
edit the CONFIG.SYSfile using the notepad editor. Find the lines that refer to the ASPI 
Manager (example: BTDOSW.SYS or ASPI4DOSSYS) and device driver called 
PLEXTOR.SYS. Type “REM” in front of each of those two lines. This disables these

When Windows95 starts, an icon fora CD-ROM drive will appear in “My Computer.”

Even if you get the 
CD-ROM icon, you may want to check that the Windows 95 32-bit driver is working 
properly. Select “Control Panel” in “My Computer” and double-click on “System.” 
Click on the tab called “Device Manager’ at the top of the window. In the new window 
of devices, double-click on “SCSI Controllers.” This displays all the SCSI controllers 
currently installed in your system. In the box called “DRIVER STATUS’ the message 
should be “This device is working properly.” If you get this message, you can now 
make full use of your CD-ROM drive with the Windows 95 32-bit support. 


Add New Hardware 


If your SCS controller is not recognized by Windows 95 after installation, or if the 
message under “DRIVER STATUS’ does not indicate that it is working properly, you 
can use the Windows 95 “Add Hardware Wizard” in an attempt to load the required 
support. Access “My Computer,” open “Control Panel,” then double-click on the “Add 
New Hardware” icon and follow the directions. This will look for and auto-install 
Windows 95 support for your SCS board and CD-ROM drive IF AVAILABLE At the 
end of this process a screen will notify you if the SCS board has been detected. If no 
new devices are detected, your SCS board is probably not supported by Windows 
95 directly. You may be able to get support from the manufacturer of the SCS 
controller by calling their technical support department.
